EXCELLENT SHOWING. 


It speaks for the standing of the 


Association in question, as an expon- 
«nt of the banking profession in this 
State, although only little more, than 
half the banks of this State are as 
yet affiliated with the organization. 


It shows that the greater part of the 


larger and more influential banks of 
California, are allied to the Bankers' 
Association, because of the compara- 
tively small difference 
between 
the 


capitalization 
of 
the Association 


banks and that of all the banks of 
the State, which latter amounts 
to 


185,395,679. 


These figures are supplied to THE 


TRIBUNE by the American" Bank Re- 
porter, and represent the capitaliza- 
tion of all California banks up to Jan- 
uary of this year. 


- BANKS AND DEPOSITS. 


The same publication 
shows 
that 


the total number of banks in this 
State is 502, distributed among class- 
es as follows: 
Banks and trust com- 


panies, 26S; private banks, 40; savings 
banks. 104; National banks, 90. 


The deposits in these banks at the 


close of the report in question 
was 


$455,347.000, although there is no doubt 
that .that sum has been greatly in- 
creased even in the few months which 
have since intervened.

Dr.'William'Ossler made this'1 state- 


ment- .today in an address, 'following 
that of Dr. Edwa-H L. Trubgue, 'in ad- 
dressing .the first' annual -meeting 'Of 
the Association for the Study, and Pre- 
vention of'Tuberculosis. . 
. 


•Dr. Ossler said that education re- 
garding tuberculosis-was the thing to 
strive for. He discussed this feature 
under three heads: Education of the 
public, of the - physician and the pa- 
tient. The public, he said,. was .awake, 
but sitting on the edge of the; bed and 
not yet dressed. In this awakening, 
however, .he asserted much had been 
accomplished 
over .past conditions. 


When the public got dressed he pre- 
dicted that much activity would fol- 
low and much would be accomplished 
toward stamping out tuberculosis. 


Many physicians from all sections of 


the country are in attendance and a 
number of : members of State boards 
of 
health who have just concluded 


their- annual conference are present. 
The subject of tuberculosis will 
be 


discussed in all of its phases for two 
days.

Willing to Arbitrate 


•'.: Strike Issue, 


CHICAGO, May 18.—President Shea of 


the 
Teamsters'- International - Union 


threw, cold 
water. today on , all peace 


movements. He declared that . he had 
not.. considered ' arbitration in any form 
between the Team Owners' Association 
and'the Teamsters' Union, and that he 
had never agreed to arbitrate the ques- 
tion -whether the teamsters. should de- 
liver to. the boycotted houses. 


The declaration of Shea came as a. sur- 


prise to ail concerned, as it was. ex- 
plicitly stated last night and today that 
Shea had made such an agreement. At 
the time of Shea's statement the team 
jwnere were in 
conference, selecting 


their member of the arbitration board. 


WILL NOT ARBITRATE. 


'I am not going to arbitrate the Ques- 
tion' of" how they shall conduct their 
business," said President Shea. "There 
will be no backdown or settlement. "When 
I am beaten I shall come out and Bay so." 


This .declaration on the part of Shea 


threw the whole peace move up In the 
air. Members of the .Team Owners" As- 
sociation started out at once to find'Shea 
and get some ; idea of how and where 
they etood. How: the report got started 
that he had. agreed to arbitration was 
not explained by Shea, but he denied 
that he had ever made such an agree= 
ment. Declaring no such proposition as- 
the alleged arbitration 
of the boycott 


question had 
been* considered by the 
teamsters, President Shea "called the istory 
a. subterfuge by .the 
team owners to 


pacify the Employers' Association. 


WHAT GOMPERS SAYS. 


Like Mr. Shea, President Gompers of 


the American Federation-of Labor pro- 
fessed today to be surprised to read '_in 
the papers that the teamsters had agreed 
to arbitrate the team owners' proposi- 
tion. He said: 
"I have made no proposition to arbitrate 
this strike. I would "not if I could, and I 
could not if I would. All I can do is to 
pave the way,'if it.is possible, for peace- 
ful settlement. But the matter of set- 
tlement must.be taken up', by the officers 
of the two respective organizations—the 
Employers' Association and the teamsters. 
Any statement that. has been . published 
that I have proposed arbitration or at- 
tempted to .effect a settlement is untrue. 
I have no'authority to take such a course. 
The best I can:1 do is to work.-for..peace 
and try to bring the two opposing.parties 
together.. If. I can ' find a.plan by .which 
they can meet,.then they must pass^thear 
own judgment on* whether'that plan Ss 
right or not. That is the limit of my 
power here. I.wish to make that veiy 
plain. I.have not attempted to interfere 
:wlth the legal or official right of either 
the employers or the unions involved (in 
this fight. I think I have been mlsrop- 
, resented a« to that. This statement

STATE LEGISLATION. 


"The doubt and uncertainty regard- 


ing financial legislation in our State 
has again passed. At the last session 
of our State Legislature, various bills 
of interest to banks have been passed 
aside from the Bank Commissioners 
bill, and we can be pleased that an 
act has been passed fixing the limit of 
one year within which an action may 
be brought against a bank 
for the 


payment of a claimed forged or raised 
check. Heretofore, there has been no 
Imitation in this respect; also that 
ost certificates of stock of corpora- 
tions can be re-issued by 
duplicate 


when so ordered by the court - after 
an action has been brought. 


"The Legislature has also 
passed 


the much desired act that, at the next 
general election the question be sub- 
mitted to the" people to : amend the 
Constitution, permitting public funds 
to be deposited to backs, thereby per- 
mitting the moneys to circulate in the 
channels of trade until needed.

PANAMA CANAL. 


"I mention this for the reason that 


many States in the Union were op- 
posed to the Panama Canal, because 
they did not derive 
direct 
benefit. 


Truly, it Is & question with many in 
our own State, who doubt whether the 
canal will benefit us. In fact, many 
think that the Oriental trade will be 
lost to us entirely. Again can we not 
expect, when this great trans-isthmian 
canal is completed that new and per- 
haps unexpected trade will come our 
way, 
through 
lower transportation 


rates? But San Francisco must not 
expect all. nor must Los Angeles or 
San Diego, We must act in harmony 
if we hope for a successful future, for 
wherever the trade center of our coast 
may be, the whole State will be in- 
directly benefited. 


"Just as the United States Weather 


Hureau does not now divide California 
in its reports as North and South, so 
should North and South be eliminated 
from our minds and think only of one 
California. 


"The development of varied indus- 


tries in our State has been marked 
with progress, assisted by the 
ap- 


parent inexhaustible flow of our 
oil 


wells, of which many new discoveries 
have been made. 


CHANCE FOR FRUIT. 


"Copious rains in nil sections of our 


State, especially in the Southern part 
where the orange and lemon 
grow, 


have been of gre.it benefit,—especially 
this year when reports come, follow- 
ing the severity of winter in the East- 
ern States, oE the probable total loss 
in Florida of these delicious fruits. 


"It must be indeed gratifying that 


our horticultural and agricultural in- 
terests have so greatly been benefited 
by the destruction of the orange scale, 
San Jose scale or black scale from 
our orchards, and if I am correctly 
informed, the codling moth is doomed 
to destruction by a parasite suppos- 
ed to have boon discoverel,

sociation for their ever readiness to 
assist in all matters that were for the 
general welfare of our 
Association."

REPORT MADE BY 


THE SECRETARY 


E. W. Welch of the San Francisco 


Savings Union, and secretary of the 
Bankers' Association, then presented 
his report for the past year which was 
of the briefest character, as follows; 


"Our 
last 
convention 
previous to 


this met in Los Angeles, May 19th, of 
last year exactly twelve months ago 
lacking a day. Our net gain in mem- 
bership during that time has been 16, 
bringing our number up to 265. But 
four banks have Been lost to us. A 
small interior bank has voluntarily re- 
tired from business, and a Los Angeles 
savings bank and two San Francisco 
commercial banks have fallen prey to 
the devouring merger. None have de- 
faulted in the payment of their dues. 
The record of our members in this re- 
spect is without reproach, the annual 
call for dues meets with ah Immediate 
response. 


"Our

Orient and beore leaving home re- j 
quested the secretary to present his 
report.

STATEMENT TO THE 


DELEGATES. 


I. F, Moulton, cashier of the Bank of 


California, San Francisco, offered the 
report of the Executive Council 
as 


follows: 


"The 
Executive 
Council 
by 
its 


chairman begs leave to report that its 
transactions since the last convention 
of the Association just one year ago at 
Los Angeles, have been 
confined to 


such routine 
matters as 
naturally 


come 
within 
the 
province 
of the 


•Council, there being nothing involved 
therein calling for special mention. 


"In common with their fellow citi- 


zens, bankers naturally have their at- 
tention attracted to the biennial ses- 
sions of our State Legislature. Meas- 
ures for the regulation at the banking 
interests are to be expected as nat- 
urally -as for the regulation of othev 
public interests. 
This was a legisla- 


tive year. An act amendatory of the 
Bank Commissioners' act. was intro- 
duced at the instance 
of the Bank 


Commissioners and adopted. It ampli- 
fies their powers in some particulars, 
increases the revenue of the commis- 
sion, and more eq.ultably, it. is claim- 
ed, distributes among the banks the 
annual assessment for the support of 
the commission. '. 
. 


RAISED CHECKS. 


'.'Another act adopted, , and which 


has the unqualified approbation of .the 
banks, amends 'Section 
340 of the 


Code of Civil Procedure, by limiting to 
one year the time within, which an ac- 
tion must be commenced by a deposit- 


or against a bank for the payment of 
a forged or raised check. 
Hitherto 


there has been no limitation in this 
respect, 


"The 
vexed question 
of the with- 


drawal from circulation and temporary 
locking up in the 
public 
treasuries, 


every year, of moneys collected from 
taxes received 
a 
partial 
solution 


through the passage of an act which 
will permit the State to select banks 
as depositories for its surplus funds, 
the banks so selected to lodge with the 
State Treasurer adequate security !n 
the form of bonds of the United States; 
this State, its counties, municipalities 
and school districts, and pay not less 
than two (2) per cent per annum on 
sums deposited; and further, a consti- 
tutional amendment was agreed upon 
to be submitted to the people at the 
general election of 190G, permitting 
counties and municipalities to select 
depositories under similar conditions. 
Much inconvenience 
is experienced, 


especially in the interior, by the peri- 
odical withdrawal from circulation of 
moneys collected for tases, and this 
amendment deserves the suport of ev- 
ery citizen of the State. 


PURSUING WRONG-DOERS. 


"The 
Executive Council would re- 


spectfully urge upon this convention to 
give exhaustive consideration to the 
protective feature of the Association, 
determine if it shall be maintained, 
and, if so, define its scope and provide 
the means to render it effective. The 
provisions of the constitution of our 
Association in this respect are iden- 
tical with those of the American Bank- 
ers' Association, and .it is, therefore, 
in order to consider in this connection, 
the rules which govern the conduct 
of the protective department 
of .the 


American Association. They read as 
follows: 


" 'The American Bankers' Associa- 


tion in deciding to become the aggres- 
sive agent of its members for the ap- 
prehension and prosecution of profes- 
sional ' criminals, devolves tho execu- 
tive work upon a Protective Commit- 
tee of three persons (whose names are 
not made public1) which committe has 
full power, when called upon for aid 
by any member, to take such steps as it 
shall deem proper, to detect, arrest 
and prosecute the offenders. The com- 
mittee is limited in the expense it 
may incur to the amount of funds in 
the treasury appropriated for protec- 
tive purposes. The constitution of the 
American Bankers'V.Association pro- 
hibits the Protective Committee from 
compromising or 
compounding with 


any parties charged with crime, or with 
their agents or attorneys. The policy' 
of the committee is to relentlessly pur- 
sue every professional bank criminal, 
and to .this work it distinctly limits 
its undertakings.' . 


"The 
following rules govern the ac- 


tion of the committee: 


DETAIL OF PURPOSE. 


" '1. Upon receipt of notification by 


the president or secretary o£\an at- 
tempted or successful perpetration of 
fraud upon a member ol the associa- 
tion, either by forgery, check-raising, 
robbery or safe-breaking, (.which ap- 
pears to be the work of professional 
criminals, accompanied by a full ac- 
count of the offense, and, if possible, a 
description of the operators, the com- 
mittee will, if the case come within 
the category of those of which the As- 
sociation ,can take" cognizance, at once 
undertake" the apprehension of the 
criminals by means of the detective 
agency mentioned, 
and 
such 
other 


means as they may consider warrant- 
ed. A case once committed to the As- 
sociation, which results in the appre- 
hension of the criminal, cannot be tak- 
en out of its'hands, nor the 
offense 


condoned or compromised. 


AFTER PROFESSIONALS. 


" '2. The Association . cannot take 


cognizance .of petty larcenies, thefts by 
employe's", amateur forgeries, or,frauds 
committed by ...others'; than what may 
be termed 'professional operators. 


"'The 
Protective 
Committee can 


spend no money, undertake no detect- 
ive work, employ no lawyers and. pay 
no tees of any kind In cases'of local 


swindles, amateur forgeries, or frauds 
or confidence tricks. 
The vigilance, 


alertness and energy of the officers of 
the banks must be relied upon in such 
cases. 
' " 'The efforts of the Association are 
exclusively directed against profes- 
sional thieves, forgers, burglars and 
swindlers. 


" '3. The 
Association 
cannot 
be 


held responsible for . any expense In- 
curred for protective work, which has 
not Seen previously authorized by the 
Protective Committee.' 


DESERVES 
ENCOURAGEMENT. 


"This is explicit, and it may now be 


definitely asserted that the efforts of 
the American Association are restrict- 
ed to the punishment of professional 
criminals. 
The retirement of an in- 


dividual of this character- from his 
chosen line of activity is a benefit to 
every bank as well as to society at 
large, and the efforts of the American 
Association in this direction deserve 
all possible support. 


"It is now for us to consider to what 


extent shall our local association at- 
tempt to supplement the protective 
work of the American Association in 
California.. Shall we give' attention to 
every professional who may be detect- 
ed operating in the State, and also en- 
deavor to apprehend, and punish every 
local swindler or novice who may at- 
tempt a forgery or negotiate a worth- 
less check?. It is claimed by some that 
individuals of this latter class if not 
restrained at the outset'' of their ca- 
reer in time 'graduate and recruit the 
ranks of professional criminals. 


PROTECTION ELSEWHERE. 


"Inquiry: was recently made of the 


various State associations as to the 
scope . and character of their protec- 
tive work. The responses were very 
general but diverse in opinion. ThP 
Atlantic States, as a rule, reported that 
little or nothing was attempted by 
them in this" line, reliance being- placed 
almost entirely on the American Asso- 
ciation. The Central Western States 
give more attention to their protective 
feature, 
Ohio, s Iowa 
and 
Mis- 


souri . .being 
most 
active 
. in 


this 
respect. 
The 
idea 
that 


animates these associations cannot be 
more clearly expressed than in .the 
words of J. M. Dinwiddie, the veteran 
secretary of the Iowa Bankers' Asso- 
ciation, who says: 


" 'Inasmuch as the American Bank- 


ers' Association limits itself 
to t-ie 


prosecution of experts in crime and 
will not take up -others, but 
seem 


more inclined to permit those young 
In crime to become experts 
before 


they will prosecute them, the aid of the 
State association is needed. The Iowa 
Bankers' Association has prosecuted 
and sent up for terms ranging from 
one to ten years, perhaps fifteen .to 
twenty persons who have committed 
crimes against some of its members, 
two-thirds,of whom the American .As- 
sociation might never' have touched, 
and in so doing Clave prevented these 
people from becoming experience op- 
erators and have prevented loss to the 
banks through them while .they were 
becoming such criminals as the Am- 
erican would take hold of. » I am not 
saying this in any sense .of criticism of 
the American Associatioji.' 


PROTECTION FUND. 


"If we. are to systematically under- 


take and' prosecute work. of this char- 
acter proper provision for it must be 
made. 
.It:involves expense If it is'to 


be done effectively. Accordingly, if the 
Association" decides . to'. maintain its 
protective feature an amendment to 
our by-laws should be presented for 
adoption, authorizing 'the Executive 
Council, in any year, to call on each 
member-for an .additional, pament,. not 
exceeding its annual dues, for the pur- 
poses exclusively of the 
protective 


fund 
It is in order to say that "sev- 


eral of the State Associations obtaii 
the means for their protective work 
from the commissions allowed them by 
burglary and fidelity insurance com- 
panies on Insurance "of this character 
written by the association for their 
members. 


"With tie growth of the Aisocla- 


tion its responsibilities increase. The 
great majority of the banks of the 
State have come to look to it to take 
the initiative in all matters relating 
to the general welfare of banking- in- 
terests at large. This is as it should! 
be and was the intention and hope of 
the founders qf the Association. 
But 


the fixed income of the Association -las 
been inadequate to its proper and dig- j 
nified conduct It is true that its offi- 
cers have at all times felt that the re- 
sources of the Association were lim- 
ited'' only by the surplus assets of its 
members, and in this they have never 
been disappointed. Any special call? 
of its members have at all times be™ 
cheerfully met, but its officers should 
not be- forced to resort to these caUs. 
naturally always a matter of hesita- 
tion. The fixed income should be suf- 
ficient to meet all ordinary expenses 
and provide a surplus for any emer- 
gency that may arise. There will be 
presented to this . convention as an 
amendment to mir by-laws a revised 
schedule which it is estimated will in - 
crease our revenue approximately 
5<> 


per cent. 
It lays no additional tax on 


the smaller banks and .increases the 
dues of the larger banfcs,by a.serUvs of 
gradations oj capital and: surplus. - 


STAND OF NON-MEMBERS. 


"It is difficult to understand how a,'iy 


bank in California can reconcile itself 
to the position of a ron-member of 
this association. It is true it may take 
to itself the satisfying- thought thxt 
lio organization of bankers can tak* 
any action or bring about any refirm 
that will not redound to the advantage 
of all banks, members prid non-mem- 
bers alike, but this is. hi rdly conducive 
to its own self reso»ct or likely to 
comn and the respect of its associate. 
Happily such banks ar^ few. 


REVISE CONSTITUTION. 


"It is apparent to th't Council U>a± 


ou- constitution 
shTjll 
be revis?-!- 


Portions of it have become obsolete and 
should, be 
repealed, 
other portions 


should be amended 
and re-written. 


Proposed amendments have. been pre- 
pared for 
distribution 
among 
the 


members and will be called up for ac- 
tion in due course. 


"Never has our Association convened 


under more • auspicious 
conditions. 


There seems no occasion for anything 
but congratulation, congratulation on 
the growth of our Association, 'on the 
prosperity of oar members individual- 
ly, of our State in 
general and the 


country at large." 
(Applause.)

D. Edward Collins," of the California 


Bank of Oakland, spoke on "Banking," 


as follows:

"In the few minutes allotted, let us 


consider not the single, isolated, or in- 
dependent .bank; but,;as exist in most 
countries, the group or-system of banks 
which have, been found- best to sub- 
serve financial and .Industrial<-inter- 
ests. In this examination many debat- 
able questions are sure ^to arise,: and 
the field of inquiry-likely to be much 
extended. -Xirst- of all. It;is desirable 
that money should be clearly . distin- 
guished from credit The ordinary def- 
inition of money may be accepted; in- 
brief, it is the current coin. accepted 
as legal tender: while credit is a right 
of action against'a: debtor.,. A bank 
deposit, or money in bank, is merely 
a bank credit iwhlch is negotiable. The 
banker simply gives - credit, upon his 
ledger for,deposits—an acknowledge- 
ment of his Indebtedness to the deponi- 
tor- 
" 
, ^ 
SINGLE STANDARD. 


"That either money, or credit may. b« 


fully" available there Is essential need 
of 'a financial standard. The dollar, 
the pound sterling, the franc, the mark 
are all units which have an. intrinsic 
and 
exchangeable 
value; but the 


weight, fineness and character of the 
unit must be legalized; in other words, 
the sovereign or government alone ex- 
ercises the right of coinage. Gold and 
silver, have become generally accept- 
ed as money metals. Many countries, 
indeed most countries, until recently, 
have endeavored • to keep both metals 
at par, and have been known as coun- 
tries with a double-standard. 
With 


the great depreciation of silver some 
thirty years ago, however, it was prac- 
tically Impossible to main tain a par- 
ity between the two metals, and many 
of you will remember the - widespread 
interest which was awakened on this 
very subject during the Presidential 
campaigns of-1896 and 1900. The out- 
come of these campaigns was favor- 
able to the single standard, and legis- 
lative .enactment has placed silver as 
a subsidiary coin. 
This 
legislation 


places the .United States among the 
gold standard. countries .of the world, 
and gives .to her securities an attrac- 
tiveness to. foreign purchasers which 
was 'denied to them under the bi-me- 
tallic standard. History seems to lend 
its endorsement to the assertion that 
silver ,and civilization travel In oppo- 
site directions.. 


HOARDING GOLD. 


"Indeed, the truth of Gresham's law 


has been abundantly verified in the 
financial history of this country. "When 
two sorts of coin are current in the 
same nation of like value by'denomin- 
atlon but not intrinsically, that which 
has the least value will be current and 
the other as much as possible will be 
hoarded,1 melted down, or exported. 


"Recent agitation on financial ques- 


tions has stimulated not only discus- 
sion but definite monetary legislation. 
The National Banks established by the 
National Bank Acts-of 1863 and 1864, 
constitute our • national banking sys- 
tem. 
The Scotch system of branch 


banks has been - adopted by some of 
the principal nations, and is today re- 
ceiving favorable consideration by our 
own financiers. 


BRANCH SYSTEM. 


"Strength comes from union. 'A fag- 


ot of many twigs is safer and stronger 
than the separate twigs could be,' says 
the financial minister of a South Am- 
erican Republic, and certainly a union 
of banks into some co-operating sys- 
tem would be a decided improvement. 
It seems to me, in this connection, that 
I may profitably quote a few sentences 
from an author who argues for the in- 
troduction of a branch system, and 
Canadian experience justifies the hope 
that such a system would flourish even 
in our vast and sparsely settled terri-' 
tory. 


.BANKS CLOSED BY PANICS. 


] "In the great panic of 1837-1838 more 
than 1,000 'banks.'practical!^all the 
banks in the United States, failed'. In 
1856' nearly every bank in the United. 
'States.closed.its doors and went out 
of .business, and but. few of them ever 
resumed. There "was a great commer- 
cial crisis in Great Britain," but not a 
bank in England or Scotland failed. 
Again," in 1873 a' great many banks in 
the United States failed, .but- there 
were no bank failures in- Great Brit- 
ain, except the City of Glasgow Bank, 
which • hafl been practicing fraudulent 
methods for years. 
• 


NO FAILURE IN BRITAIN. 


- "In: the panics' of ;1S90-18»3, which 
are now -fresh In the memory,, when 
bank afterrbank- failed In, the United 
States, and all the banks in New York 
City .'suspended payments; and . only 
certified their customers checks, .there 
was not a bank .failure in Great Brit- 
ain refused to -extend Its usual cred- 
its, without-unusual restrictions,. ex-i 
cept,for-a short.week In 1890, at the! 


time .of,the Barings', failure, they put, 
the brake on :to the. extent of raising 
the rate of Interest to six («) per cent, i 


"Certainly with a.proper system and 


standard, banking becomes a valuable 
auxiliary in the extension of commerce., 
No leu than commercial expansion 


does it form an Integral factor In th« 
equalizing tendency and the stabilitj 
of prices. If the development of com- 
merce leads to the fullest productlvitj 
of different regions, then the pixjces 
of banking becomes indispensable 
U 


the distribution of the products. Th« 
increase in the capital and in the cir. 
culation of currency through banklni 
credit make possible the agricultural 
and industrial development of frontlei 
territory, which otherwise would re- 
main dormant. 
; 


CREDIT CURRENCY. 


"Money has been relegated to thi 


operations of petty trade and the ad- 
justments of final settlements. Indeed, 
it is estimated that ninety per cent oi 
our commercial transactions are af- 
fected through credit currency. Out 
bank notes,, our greenbacks, and oui. 
Treasury notes are, like checks mereij 
credits which are to be eventually re- 
deemed and cancelled by the tssulni 
exchequer. 
Not only In their credit 


but likewise in their exchange func- 
tions, banks exercise a healthv Influ- 
ence on trade. Bills of exchange im 
credit currency, and may assume ai 
International character. 


FIXITY AND CERTAINTY. 


"A bill of exchange will pay a debt 


in London as readily as coin and witli 
much less trouble.' It ha* been tmlj 
said that 'the wares of commerce-fol- 
low the drafts of commerce Instead o) 
a fsg,' and Londc'!', by keapius a fret 
market for gold And aOhertng to a fix- 
ed standard, without variableness 01 
shadow of turning, has drawn to her- 
self the command of the world'a ex- 
changes. 
The payment of a debt IE 


London has always . meant the aanu 
thing; no irredeemable paper; no de- 
preciated silver, and no .adjustment ol 
gold to some changeable standard bai 
vexed creditors. Payments h»ve beer 
made and are made -in cold ani lu 
equivalent; a pound sterling Is a givtf 
amount of gold of a. prescribed .fine- 
ness, and debts have 
been 
met In 


pound sterling for many a centi'rjr. 
Fixity, permanence, certainty, are *•• 
sentials in commercial values. 


EQUALIZE DISCOUNT RATE. 


"The introduction of this country t< 


the Parliament of Nations, and tin 
awakening of a national self-con- 
sciousness have imposed obligations 
which can not Lightly be set' aside. 
Within the past few years new and 
! intimate relations have arisen between 


I this country 
and territory 
which 


i promises to become part of the Re- 
public. In this history-making epoch 
new activity is felt in commerce and 
industry; and a -vision of industrial 
supremacy invites this nation to gird 
her loins for the supreme effort. 
On 


{every hand the cry" of needs of the na- 
tion is heard. A nary, a merchant 
marine, an increased standins army, 
an Isthm'an canal and a strons admin- 
istration are'demanded; and amid tb« 
din the 'voice of -the banker may be 
iieard-to cry aloud that the gol.1 'stan- 
dard must be. supplemented by propet 
banking legislation.' , Surely, the ma- 
terial prosperity of this gres.t and rich 
country should rest upon a solid.foun- 
dation of sound- finance. , Whether a 
central bank for. banking reserve, » 
system of branch banks, or some mod- 
ification of the local, clearing houae. 
which will adapt Itself to national pur- 
poses—at any rate, some, method 
should be devised: whereby our ^la- 
count; rate may l>e,equalized through- 
out our territory and financial elastic- 
ity, assured. 
It Is , our dutx to aid 


every effort which is toeing or may be 
made ,to. place cur finances upon a 
broad basis. Legislators are at work; 
financiers are at work: economist* an 
at work; and .the results of-their laboi 
will, surely, remove ,every .financial* 
handicap. In the industrial race befott 
us we ; must be thoroughly equipped 
and I am confident that the race wll' 
be but poorly .rua without the u»e of 
the best possible financial inethoda 
Large, Investment are "already belm 
made by American citizen* In the Phil- 
Ipptaejfand Chimi.; then let ua be pre- 
pared to make our settlement* through 
the American back* and with the Am- 
erican , dollar." (Applau**.)

FIRST BANKING HISTORY. 


"On August 19, 1867, the Oakland 


Bank of Savings Sled It articles of In- 
corporation, the first directors being 
W. W. Crane, Jr , A C. Henry, B. M. 
Hall, Samuel Merntt and P S. WUcox. 
The capital stock was set down at one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, di- 
vided into 1500 shares of one hundred 
dollars each." 


Associated 
ivlth 
these directors, 


however, was also Joseph Becht, whose 
name escaped the early chronicler. 


Some of these mcorporators are still 


residing in this city. Age has advanc- 
ed upon them, but they have not for- 
gotten the inception of an enterprise 
which was fraught with difficulty and 
responsibility and which, at the same 
time, showed their belief in the com- 
mercial importance of Oakland, a be- 
lief which is still 
entertained and 


shown by the number, stability and 
excellent homes of the banks which are 
located here at the present time 


A C. Henry was elected the first 


president of the bank and E. M. Hall, 
Sr, the first cashier Hall resigned his 
position a few days after his election 
and J L Brown was elected cashier 
in his stead. 


OAKLAND IN EARLY DAYS. 


When the Oakland Bank of Savings 


was incorporated, Oakland 
inspired 


the chronicler of the time to write as 
follows: 


"In the preceding four years, the 


population of Oakland 
had doubled 


The Improvements that 
were made 


within that time, as well as those then 
making, were of a substantial and per- 
manent character. Elegant and com- 
modious residences were erected in 
all parts of the city, while there had 
been gathered within her borders a 
circle of society distinguished for its 
intelligence 
and 
refinement. 
As a 


general mle, her 
people owned the 


property lived upon, and considered 
themselves fortunate in possessing 
homes surrounded by so many advant- 
ages 
The beauty and fertility of the 


adjacent country, the 
excellence of 


roads diverging in all directions, from 
the city, the 
delightful 
drives, the 


'lealthful 
invigorating 
atmosphere, 


ind, withal, its 
proximity 
to San 


rrancisco, proved sufficient guaranties 
not only of the stability of Oakland 
but also of its rapid growth 


"The city by this time had become a 


perfect Arcadia 
The oaks had doffed 


their old foliage and donned a new 
coat of verdant leaves, so green that 
the eye and mind are lost in admira- 
tion of nature's favorite tints. 
The 


carpet beneath the stately limits of 
those primeval 
monarchs, 
although 


similar in color to the foliage above, is 
nevertheless 
so 
diversified 
by the 


many wild-flowers of spring, studding 
the moss-like gems 
in an artificial 


scene, that the relief from a universal 
sameness Is 
most 
complete. 
The 


homes of the people showed the luxu- 
riant blossoms of the peach and the 
pear, while their well kept flower- 
gardens, gave character to the sur- 
rounding scenery. 
They furnish the 


idea that civilization is around ready 
to mitigate any sameness incidental to 
nature's efforts." 


Commenting on the Industrial pro- 


gress of Oakland, at that tame, the 
same historian writes. 


"Oakland was coming Into note as 


a ship-building port. 
In July, 


tam Btrdsall had a one-hnndred-and- 
flfty ton schooner on the stocks, at the 
foot of Franklin street, with anotSer 
•vessel contracted for. In this year, 


too, 
the wooden building belonging to 


F. K. Shattuck that stood at the cor- 
nei of Broadway and Eighth streets, 
was removed and a new brick block, 
fitted up with capacious stores, built 
So many improvement were made in 
this year, that it la utterly impossible 
for us to enumerate them, but it may 
be mentioned that their cost is esti- 
mated at six hundred and fifty thou- 
sand 
dollars . . . In this 
year, 


too, 
a steamboat 
one hundred and 


sixtj feet long, thirty-three In breadth, 
and six feet depth of hold, was built 
by Small & Spier at the foot of Frank- 
lin street." 


SECOND BANK FOLLOWS. 


The projectors of the first bank In I 


this city, therefore, believed that the 
then business and future prospects of, 
Oakland justified them in their en- 
terprise 
Experience 
convinced; them 


of the fact, because two years '"dad not 
passed before some of them withdrew 
from the enterprise and established'a 
second bank for the accommodation of 
the growing business of the communi- 
ty. 


SECOND BANK IN HISTORY. 


Referring again t« the historian o; 


that period, the following is found: 


"Among the events of general inter- 


est that occurred in. the city of Oakland 
during the year 1869, was the open- 
Ing of the Union Savings Bank, with 
A. C. Henry as president on July 1st, 
while about the same time, the Mutu- 
al Provident Association of Oakland 
was organized, N, "W. Spauldlng being 
its president." 


MILLIONS IN CAPITAL. 


From this small beginning, the bust- 


ness of Oakland and Alameda county 
has culled Into existence ten commer- 
cial savings and national banks, Ber- 
keley five, Alameda two, and various 
towns throughout the county six other 
banks, making a total of 23 banks hav- 
ing a capital of $2,739,730, as follows:

ed before it was moved to the modern, 
finely appointed, banking house at the 
northeast corner of Twelfth street and 
Broadway

In the room which Kepler and the 


woman occupied the police found two 
small bottles.. One was filled with 
morphine and the other, nearly empty 
contained a trace of the drug. Mrs. 
Miller told the police that Kepler had 
been despondent for several days and,] 


had told h'er that unljess his father did 
something at once to fix up the trou- 
ble at Deland he feared

Later Mrs. MiUer told the coroner 


that a portion of :her story as she save 
it to the police was untrue. She had 
not lived with, iher husband in several 
years, she sajd, and did not flee from 
Deland with Kepler.

Commissioner North's Estimates. 


It is both profitless and needless to. complain of the inaccuracy 


of the population estimates put forth by the Census Commissioner. 
It is not claimed for them that they are any more than estimates, and 
the method of making them takes no account of local conditions. They 
are compiled for certain general purposes,' but are never, presented 
as an index to the growth of population in specific localities. If peo- 
ple would ascertain why they sft made and how they are made they 
would cease to grumble about their inaccuracy. 


These population estimates are figured out on the basis of the per- 


centage of increase or decrease shown in the last decade for which the 
census was taken by actual enumeration. Hence it is estimated that 
Memphis has added more thousands to its population since 1900 than 
has San Francisco. But such is not the fact. All the known.facts 
indicate that the inhabitants of San Francisco number nearly, if not 
quite, 100,000 more than they did in- 1900, yet the estimate of Com- 
missioner North places the increase at 22,000. The same.method of 
estimating gives the increase in Oakland's population during the last 
five years at 12,500. There is hardly a reasonable doubt that the 
actual increase is more than double these figures. 


However, it must be said for Commissioner North's estimates 


that experience in the past has demonstrated the method by which 
are obtained to be fairly accurate taking the country as a whole. The 
population of the entire country increases about so fast, but the.ratio 
of growth varies in different localities. And it must be borne in 
mind that Commissioner North's figures are not prepared as vital 
statistics of communities by themselves. 


The Vallejo News is wrong in saying the roadways of Oakland 


streets are constantly being narrowed. On the contrary, the attorneys 
for the city have continually advised the Council that a street having 
once been dedicated is the inalienable property of the public—not 
of the municipality but of the public at large. 
Permits granted by 


the Council for encroachments on the streets are void in law, and 
persons erecting obstructions by authority of such permits can be 
made to remove them by any taxpayer who chooses to appeal to the 
courts. If the Council or Board of Trustees of any city have the 
right to sell or give away one inch of a dedicated highway they have 
the right to sell or give away the whole street. They have no more 
right to sell part of it than they have to sell all of it.

Alexander Hamilton's Theories. 


The Hanford Sentinel had better quit calling names 
long to 


specifically state what it was that Alexander Hamilton ever said or 
did to endear him to posterity. When the Sentinel says the imprint 
of Hamilton is on the Constitution of the United States, it displays 
its ignorance of American history. Hamilton had no part in framing 
the Constitution, but did become its ardent advocate in The Federal- 
ist. He advocated the ratification of the Constitution not because 
it was the cha.rter of the kind of a government he wanted, but because 
he preferred it to one still more democratic. 


He chose what he deemed to be the least of two evils, for it is 


notorious that he desired the establishment of a monarchy modeled 
after that of Great Britain, which he pronounced the "best form of 
government ever devised." After the Constitution was adopted,'he 
became a leader in the movement to override and nullify some of'its 
provisions. 
He did not believe in a government by the-people, and 


nowhere in his writings can be found any sympathy with democracy 
in its broad true sense. 
'

It is no slander to (ell the truth about a man, and it is the truth 


that Alexander Hamilton was a monarchist, a bastard and a dissolute 
maji in private life. 
In respect to his relations with women he was 


on a par with Aaron Burr. It is true he was a man of commanding 
talents, who performed invaluable services in the organization of the 
government, bnt it is a fact nevertheless that his political principles 
were alien to the spirit of this Republic. The country has grown 
steadily away from Plamilton's theory of government, hence Hamil- 
ton's memory is not treasured in the hearts of the masses of today. 


When the members of the State Bankers' Association meet in Oak- 


land they will be in a city that has never had a bank failure, a bank de- 
falcation or a serious bank run. The banking history of Oakland is a 
record of unbroken success, due to safe management, sound methods 
and scrupulous integrity. Every citizen can point with pride to the 
financial institutions of the city as an evidence of solid, substantial 
growth not to be gainsaid. 


The school census, credits Alameda county with an increase of 


1009 children of school age during the past year. Of this number, 
Oakland, containing more than half the population of the county, is 
credited with 50. The veracious census taken in this ,city makes out 
that the increase in children has been smaller here than in FruitvaJe 
and San Leandro. 


The President's Traveling Expenses 


A good deal of nonsense has been printed about the alleged im- 


proprietry of the President availing himself of the special trains placed 
at-his service by railroad managers. The basis of all the criticisms 
is the assumption that the President is accepting something from the 
railroads for which no quid pro quo is rendered. , It is also assumed 
that the railroads put themselves to an expense in accommodating the 
'President for which they are not recompensed. 


Both assumptions are wide of the truth. It pays a railroad to 


place a special train at the disposal of the President to transport him 
and his suite over its lines. The advertisement is worth all the train 
costs, but that is the least item of profit for the railroad.companies. 
•The President's coming makes business for the roads. 
Crowds gather 


at the stopping places, excursion trains being run to accommodate 
them, hence the railroads ma,ke money by extending the use of a train 
to the President. 
The visit of Mr. Roosevelt to California was worth 


many thousands of dollars to the Southern Pacific and Santa Fe over 
and above the cost of the train furnished him. 


Nevertheless the President has grown restive under the criticisms 


directed at him, and announces that he will accept no more courtesies 
.at the hands of railroad managers. 
He will pay out of his own pocket 


the cost of the train used by himself and party on his recent western 
trip. The expense is placed at $3,000. ..It ought to be evident that 
this expense should not be a private charge to the President. 
His 


salary is only $50,000 a year—entirely too small for the dignity of his 
office and the personal expense it entails—and he cannot travel as 
other men do. His position compels him to travel en suite and to do 
the entertaining himself. Some provision should be made in the way 
of increased salary or a traveling allowance to relieve the President 
of an expense which redounds to the financial benefit of others and 
which he can ill afford!

'-\ RACE TRACK AND ADJOIN- 


ING LAND. 


SAN FRANCISCO. May IS—There 


are rumors about the streets that an 
effort is being made to acquire, pre- 
sumably for railroad purposes, a, con- 
siderable tract of land adjoining the 
bay shore in the vicinity of ESrnery- 
ville. The people who are' obtaining 
the options on the property are en- 
deavoring to keep their operations ax 
secret as possible, and in this are ap- 
parently 
meeting with considerable 
success. It is said On good authority 
however, that the property is wanted 
for 
railroad terminal purposes, 
but 


whether by the Southern Pacific1, San- 
ta Fe or some other company Is un- 
known. 


The 
Oakland race track and the 
property embracing Shall Mound Park 
are included in the tract which the 
railroad agents are seeking to pur- 
chase The race track and Shell Mound 
Park are owned by Mrs Margaret Mee 
of this city. Both properties are under 
lease, 
th'e 
California Jockey Club's 
lease having some fourteen years more 
to run, while the lease on the part 
will expire about four years hence. " 


Mrs. Mee, when asked about the ne- 
gotiations, admitted that certain peo- 
ple were anxious to acquire certain 
property at Emeryville that rests in 
her name, and it was her understand- 
ing, she said, that it was wanted for 
railroad purposes. 
She was disinclin- 


ed to define specifically 
just 
what 
property the railroad agents were af- 
ter, or to say just how far the negoti- 
ations had progressed. She explained 
that, tn addition to the race track and 
the Shell Mound Park property, she 
owns some adjoining land, not under 
lease, which the persons in question 
seem anxious to purchase. 


Captain A. H. Payson, assistant to 


the 
president of the Santa Fe, said 


yesterday that the Santa Fe is not af- 
ter any property at Emeryville. It now 
owns a tier of half-blocks reaching 
from San. Pablo avenue to the bay, 
which is more than sufficient, so Cap- 
tain Payson asserts, to meet the Santa 
Fe's needs in that locality for many 
years to come. Southern Pacific offi- 
cials also deny that the Southern Pa- 
cific is after the property in question. 
It has been suggested that the Western 
Pacific may have some new plan for\ 
line mto Oakland and is figuntng on 
establishing a terminus at Emeryville. 
Western Pacific officials admit that 
the company is bent on building a di- 
rect line between Oakland and Sacra- 
mento, 
in 
addition to the line via 
Stockton, which will find its entrance 
into the city by way of Third street. 
They profess to know nothing, howev- 
er, about the bonding of property in 
,the vicinity of Emeryville.

The dis- 
covery is said to have been made at 
Sparks, the company's new division 
terminus near Reno. Upon the arrival 
of the pay car -at that place on Tues- 
day, according to a dispatch received 
from Reno last evening, the men 
in 


charge of the pay car discovered 
a 


wholesale stuffing ot the payroll when 
they started to pay the employes in 
the yards and shops. The matter was 
immediately reported to the general of- 
fice in this city, and the furthe'r pay- 
ment of the monthly checks was order- 
ed discontinued pending an investiga- 
tion. 
The pay car returned to Sac- 


ramento, leaving many employes un- 
paid.

According to advices from Reno sev- 


eral thousand dollars was paid out in 
wages to mythical employes before the 
men 
in the pay car discovered the 


fraud. It is asserted that arrests will 
follow the investigation now pending. 


DISCOVERY .OF THE STUFFING. 
Some weeks ago the Southern Pa- 


cific 
Company 
returned to its old 


practice of sending-out a pay car to 
pay the monthly wages- of ail employes 
on the system. The-practice of paying 
employes- from a pay car was in vogue 
for a great- many years, but was dis- 
continued two or -three years ago in 
trie-belief that the system of paying by 
check had many advantages. For the 
past two or three years alt employes 
have been paid by check, the checks 
being made out in this city upon re- 
ceipt o£ the monthly pay roll from di- 
vision headquarters, and mailed to the 
employes in whose favor they 
were 


drawn. Lately the pay cars were put 
back into service. 


The explanation of this move was 


that 
the company preferred to have 


each employe receive in person from 
the hands of an assistant paymaster 
the amount of his monthly wage, and 
thus obviate any fraud that might be

Sterner is one of the best known and wealthiest young consulting engineers In Pittsburg, and MUs

A book about two feet long and fully a foot wide and eig-nt inches thick has been made up of the letters which 


Steiner sent to the plaintiff, and if the fifteen letters which were read to the jury before court adjourned are fair 
samples of the other 200, it would seem that Steiner was an ardent wooer by mall They are full of poetry and po- 
etical allusions 


It is estimated that it will take two days to read all the love letters, and the defense has about one hundred 


«f Miss Glbney's letters to Steiner, wMch will be produced In court. Miss Gibney was on the 
stand three hours 


and her testimony was not concluded 


She testified in a straightforward way. Her contention is that she was engaged to be married to Steiner, that 


the day had been set, but that lie broke off the engagement at the solicitation of his mother, father and sisters whom 
•he has also sued for another $50,000. Miss Gibney alleges that she was brought to his fafher's home by his rela- 
tives, who kept her there a. week underthe guise of friendship, and after she had gone, told untruths about her to 
her fiance. 


"They treated me very meanly" said Miss Gibney In one^art of her testimony! "Why they waul not allow the 


defendant and myself to sit together In the parlor in the evening without a chaperon, saying It was not nice " 


This remark, made most innocently, caused laughter In the "court. In another place Mlas Gibney In describing 


the actions of Steiner when she consented to marry him, said 


•He told me that he would stop smoking In order to purify himself against the time he should kiss me " 
Miss Gibney, in confessing that she had not been kissed by her fiance when she promised to make him a happy 


bride, looked so pretty that even the jurymen shifted about in their seats and glared at the offending Steiner 


Miss Gibney further testified 
"When the defendant carne to St, Louis to see my mother and ask for my hand 


he got down on his knees to her and begged for me, saying he would take the best of care of me througn life and 
mother promised that she would give me to him "

Secretary of Navy Morton Will 


Resign an€§ Oakland Man 


Will Succeed Him. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—A 
definite 


decision has been reached In the case of 
Secretary of the Navy Paul Morton, fix- 
ing the date of his retirement from pub- 
lic life. 


He announced recently- that he would 


not retire until autumn. He was mis- 
taken. It is intended he shall leave the 
Cabinet •within six weeks. 


This meets the approval of both Secre- 


tary Morton and President Roosevelt. 


Secretary Morton does not like official 


life, but he refused to resign while uniler 
fire, and the President sympathized with 
him. 
What will happen to Secretary 


Morton after he leaves the Cabinet is not 
known, but he will not be prosecuted in 
connection with the Santa Fe case while 
he is in the Cabinet. The interest of the 
administration ceases at this point. If a 
Grand Jury should Indict him it will be 
as Paul Morton, not as the Secretary of 
the Navy- 
How near Secretarly Morton Is to leav- 
ing the Cabinet is indicated by the fact 


that his successor is said to have been 
determined upon. The portfolio, accord- 
ling: to rumor, will be offered to Victor H. 
Metca.lt, Secretary of 
Commerce 
and 
Labor. It Is 'a post Secretary Metcalf al- 
ways wanted. He was slated for the 
Secretaryship of -the 
Navy when - the 
President first offered him a place in the 
Cabinet. But the President also wanted 
Secretary Morton as an adviser. 
Secretary Metcalf 
has done excellent 
work in his present office and has satis- 
fied the President. He was a member of 
the Naval Committee of the House when 
he served in Congress and evinced intel- 
ligent interest in' the development of the 
navy. He believes, with the President, in 
a big navy- 
Very positive statements were made to- 
day that Paul Morton,-Secretary of the 
Navy, who has announced his intention 
of retiring- from the Cabinet in October, 
at that time will become a member of 
the banking house of Hedmond & Co. of 
41 Wall street.

A .Vase Worth $20,000. 


At Christie's auction rooms, London, 


the other day, a single Sevres vase, af- 
ter a two-minute contest, was knocked 
down for 4,000 guineas, or about $20,- 
000. 
The vase, 16% .inches high, was 


painted.by. the faithful Dodin in 176i. 
nine years after be entered the Sevres 
factory, in which he was to toll for 
forty more years. The chief panel of 
the four which he painted on the vase 
is a pastoral in the manner of Lancret, 
and the greater. portion • of the body, 
base and cover is in the color of rich 
grps-bleu. The value put- upon this 
single specimen. glyes- ah idea of that 
of the superb sets of Sevres vases in 
the Wallace collection, many of which 
were bought for small sums by the 
Marquis of Hertford. After the sales 
in the streets of Versailles there was 
a glut of Sevres, and It is well 
known that in many-houses little care 
was taken of the. beautiful ware. The 
fine examples of Windsor and Buck- 
ingham palace were purchased chiefly 
by George IV. With regard, again to 
the value of a set forming a perfect 
garniture, it may be. stated that the" 
Coventry vases, 'which fetched 10,000- 
gulneas in 1874 (and temporarily de- 
clined to 8,000 guineas in the Goofie 
sale, 1895) passed-a few years ago into 
a well known collection at double this 
amount.

THE EYEGLASS'* 


SURPRISING ORIGIN 


"The eyeglass, or monocle, is now and 
then to be seen in America,1.' said an 
oculist. 
"In England and France and 
Germany it is often seen.

These men were instructed to go ahead 
and proceed with the incorporation of 
the new railroad.

_ the subscribers of the road it seems to 
be the Intention of the corporation to 
acquire the Prick franchise, and from 
what can be learned It is believed the 
company already has a bond on it. 


STOPPED BY WARSHIPS. 


The Standard Oil steamer Dakotah, 
Captain Ross, arrived In port yesterday 
after a voyage of twenty-three days from 
Shanghai via Mojl, being eighteen and 
one-half days out of Mojl. The Dakotah 
arrived In ballast, and after anchoring 
in the stream moved up to the P. C. O. 
wharf on the Richmond 
water 
front, 
where she will load oil for the Orient, 
departing within a week. The voyage 
was pleasant and in the main uneventful. 
However, at 5 o'clock In the afternoon of 
April 23. In latitude 32 degrees north, 
longitude 126 degrees east, the steamer 
was stopped by a Japanese cruiser and a 
torpedo boat, while bound for Shanghai 
to Mojl. 
One Japanese officer boarded 
the vessel and inspected her papers. He 
then left, but again at 6 o'clock the next 
morning, the same two war ships spoke 
the Dakotah. 
According to the officers 


of the Dakotah, the Russian Baltic fleet 
Is believed In the Orient to be cruising 
about somewhere between Singapore and 
Hongkong. 
No Russian vessels were 
sighted by the Dakotah.
